‘TRUMAN RETURNS 
TO CAPITAL; MEETS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP)— 
President Truman returned to- 
day from his Christmas visit to 
Missouri.

It operated

ated by jitneys, particularly on 
downtown streets even then, were 
almost intolerable. 


Cites Increased Congestion. 


“Placement of. more jitneys on 
the streets of St. Louis now can 
only add to already existing traf- 
fic congestion. They will siphon 
off thousands of regular bus and 
streetcar riders, since it is pro- 
posed to operate mainly short- 
haul service in the nearby down- 
town areas. 

“The result, therefore, will be 
to place more total vehicles on 
the streets, because it would take 
a small fleet of jitneys to equal 
the average carrying capacity of 
one large transit vehicle.” 

Promoters of the proposed 
service would operate their serv- 
ice cars “chiefly on lines which 
already have the most frequent 
transit service,” Baine wrote. 
“This type of operation,” he con- 
tinued, “is certain to result in the 
forced reduction of mass transit 
facilities on such lines, where this 
unregulated service literally pro- 
poses to steal customers from the 
mass transit system.” 

In filing his application; Ed- 
ward J. Sullivan, president of 
City Service Car Co., estimated 
the 300 service cars would elimi- 
nate 4000 to 5000 automobiles in 
the downtown area in peak hours. 

Meanwhile, city employes to- 
day continued a preliminary sur- 
vey of the adequacy of service 
furnished by Pubiic Service Co. 
After several hours of instruc- 
tion yesterday, 44 of the city 
workers, almost all of them in- 
spectors by training, went out on 
the street for a “trial run.”

Allied supreme headquarters 
in Tokyo said in an official re- 
lease that of a total of 585 men 
“known to have reached the rear” 
of the Communist lines, 450 have 
died, 

The U.N. Command release also 
accused the Reds again of seek- 
ing to build up air strength dur- 
ing an armistice as a constant 
threat to the Allied forces, and 
of refusing to permit aerial ob- 
servation that would prevent 
cheating. 

77 Pct. of Group Dead. 

As regards the prisoners known 
on the basis of the Reds’ own 
statements and other information 
to have reached the rear areas of 
the Communist lines, the release 
said: 

“Seventy-seven per cent of the 
U.N.C, soldiers who were cap- 
tured, taken to the rear area 
prison camps and later announced 
by the Communists as prisoners 
of war have since died, an analy- 
sis of data received on 26th De- 
cember discloses. 

“Of the 585 men known to have 
reached the rear, through later 
broadcasts by them and letters to 
their families, 450 (that is, 77 per 
cent) are now dead.” 

Simultaneously the Communists 
indicated a complete list of living 
U.N. prisoners already is in Allied 
hands, . 

The 450 soldiers were not 
among those listed on the Com- 
munist roster of 11,559 prisoners 
announced last week. 

Reds Accused of Bad Faith. 

Meanwhile, U.N. truce dele- 
gates here accused the Commu- 
nists of negotiating in bad faith 
and planning to take advantage 
of an armistice to build up their 
air power in Korea. 

A U.N. spokesman called the 
enemy air potential “the most 
serious threat’ to Allied forces 
during any cease-fire period. 

Neither of the two subcommit- 
tees working first on terms for 
enforcing an armistice and sec- 
ondly on the -prisoners of war is- 
sue made any progress at Fri- 
day’s session. This session was 
the first since the end of a futile 
30-day drive to complete a 
cease-fire based on an agreed 
battle line. 

Negotiations will be resumed 
at 11 a.m. Saturday (8 p.m. Fri- 
day, St. Louis time).

Roy Groves Sr. Tells of 
‘Meeting Last April at 
Which He Warned of 
Danger—Blames ‘Pres- 
sure.’

explosion last Friday, was lax in 
its safety measures, a veteran ex- 
aminer at the mine told the Post- 


Dispatch today. 

Roy Groves Sr., a miner for 51 
years and an examiner for the 
last 12, charged that the man- 
agement, which had compiled an 
excellent safety record in the past, 
“had been slackening off in re- 
cent months,” in its enforcement 
of safety regulations. 

Feared Blast Would Occur. 

“Things that have been happen- 
ing here recently would never 
have happened in the past,” he 
said. 

“On the morning of the day 


of the explosion, I told Bert 
Woods, a main line motorman, 
‘The way things are going, 
there’s going to be the worst 
explosion here we've ever 
seen.’” 

Groves said the following un- 
safe conditions existed in the 
mine just before last week's dis- 
aster, the worst in the United 
States in 23 years: 

Reck. dusting, a method of 
minimizing the extent of an 
explosion, was inadequate. “A 
couple of weeks ago I found one 
cross entry (major passageway) 
in which there was heavy coal 
dust and no rock dust.” 

The company failed to keep 
a safety man constantly on duty 

beside a type of cutting ma- 
chine which Groves said can 
liberate methane ordinarily 
trapped in natural coal pockets 
with tremendous rapidity. Such 
a machine was at or near the 
center of Friday’s blast. 

There were an insufficient 
number of cross cuts through 
the coal seams for ventilation. 

After the mine had been 
closed for a weekend and no- 
body knew whether methane 
had accumulated or not, ex- 
aminers some times rode to the 
areas in which they were to 
check for gas on electric trol- 
ley cars whose sparks can ig- 
nite a methane explosion. 

Groves, a former president of 
the local union, is the dean and 
unofficial spokesman for the com- 
pany’s 25 full-time examiners. 

“I don’t care what the company 
does to me for telling you this,” 
he said. “I’m 66 years old. 
they fire me, I can go on a pen- 
sion. 

“The great trouble is the 
pressure to make money, the 
pressure for production. Each 
one of the face bosses competes 
with the others to see who can 
produce the most coal, and they 
loosen up a little on safety pre- 
cautions.” 

Groves, who has a reputation 
among the other miners as a 
fighter for mine safety, told of a 
meeting last April at which he

Explosion in Orient

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28—The 
ventilation system at Orient Mine 
No. 2 near West Frankfort ap- 
parently was largely responsible 
for the explosion there last Fri- 
day, the Federal Bureau of Mines 
reported today. 
Bureau algeria found that the 
practice of the mine’s operators, 
the Chicaga, Wilmington & Frank- 
lin Coal Co., of using in working 
sections of the mine 
air which had passed through old 
sections known to contain me- 
thane played a major part in the 
disaster. 
The reasog so many men were 
killed in the disaster, the second 
worst in the history of Illinois 
mining, apparently was the com- 
pany’s failure, noted by the fed- 
eral investigators, to rock dust 
adequately, 
Those were the principal points 
in a preliminary report prepared 
by Director John J. Forbes of the 
Bureau of Mines and released by 
Secretary of the Interior Oscar 
Chapman. 


Inquiry Still Incomplete. 


The report cautioned that the 
investigation is still incomplete, 
and that the findings therefore 
can only be “what seems to be the 
most likely cause based on the 
evidence now at hand.” 

The Federal experts, who were 
led by Forbes in the initial stages 
of their found, the report 
said, that there apparently were 
two phases of the disaster: 

The first, ignition of methane

Second Blast Most Deadly. 

The second phase—explosion of 
coal dust—affected a wide area of 
the working sections of the mine, 
the report found, involving four 
active coal producing sections and 
part of the main haulage system. 
It was this explosion that caused 
most of the deaths. 

“Ité was obvieus to the inves- 
tigators that large accumula- 
tions of coal dust were pres- 
ent in the affected areas of 
the mine, and that sufficient 
rock dust had not been applied 
to prevent the prepagation of 
the explosion,” the report said. 

A total of 119 of the 257 men 
underground at the time of the 
blast were killed. Four others 
were badly injured. 

Rock dust, which Illinois law 
requires mine managements to 
spread throughout a mine, forms 
an incombustible curtain when an 
explosion occurs, holding back 
and smothering the blast. 

Cause of Centralia Disaster. 

It was the failure of the Cen- 
tralia Coal Co. to rock dust ade- 
quately which was prigcipally re- 
sponsible for the death of 111! 
men in the disaster at Centralia 

1947. 

The Illinois law, however, has 
ventilation provisions which are 
different from those of the fed- 
eral code.. 

The federal code specifies that 
air which has passed through old 
workings should not be used 
again in live sections of the mine, 
and provides for sealing or ven- 
tilation of all abandoned entries. 

No such provisions, however, 
are in the state code, and custo- 
mary Illinois practice with regard 
to old workings is to ventilate or 
seal passageways, not all the 
abandoned working rooms. 

No Enforcement Power. 

Federal inspectors have. no 
power to enforce compliance with 
their! recommendations, and the 
company repeatedly ignored fed- 
eral urgings that the company 
comply with the sections of the

As explained here, such steps 
are necessary because of the de- 
lay in the United States and the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tinn governments coming to an 
agreement on their military ex- 
penditures in the new year. This 
ground has just been covered by 
the temporary council committee 
of NATO, which was headed by 
W. Averell Harriman. 

It is said in Paris that this 
fact, plus the delay in the Euro- 
pean states learning how much 
American assistance was being 
made available, had forced Brit- 
ain and France to draw on their 
reduced dollar reserves. 


LOW-COST HOUSING PROJECTS 
TO BE STARTED ON EAST SIDE 


Construction of two low-cost 
housing projects in East St. Louis 
will begin soon, the St. Clair 
County Housing Authority said 
yesterday in announcing it has 
been authorized by the Federal 
Public Housing Administration to 
sign the building contracts. 

James Hayes, executive secre- 
tary of the St. Clair organization, 
said the I. E. Millstone Construc- 
tion Co. of St. Louis is expected 
to start work shortly after next 
week on the 300-unit Roosevelt 
Homes, to be erected on a 19-acre 
tract at Bunkum road and Forty- 
third street, and the 100-unit Villa 
Griffin, to be located on 10 acres 
at Twenty-sixth street and Lin- 
coln avenue. 

Objections of neighboring resi- 
dents have made the projects the 
center of prolonged controversy. 
The Pine Rose Improvement A: 
sociation and the Lansdowne Im- 
provement Association, made up 
of property owners, on Dec. 18 
filed suit in East St. Louis City 
Court in an effort to block the 
projects. The suit attacked valid- 
ity of a 1944 municipal code sec- 
tion providing that terms of the 
zoning ordinance do not apply to 
municipal organizations.

All Businesses Close as Special Church Serv- 
ices Are Held — Benton to Hold Similar 
Observance — Contributions to Three 
Funds Still Coming In.

WEST FRANKFORT, IIl., Dec. 
28—Today was officially a day of 
mourning in this mining commu- 
nity. 

By proclamation of Mayor 
Louis Harkins, all business 
houses closed for an hour, many 
for the day, as special church 
services were held for the 119 
miners killed in last Friday’s ex- 
plosion, 


Streets were practically de- 
serted as most of the residents 
attended memorial services. 
Mayor C. Edwin Hair of near- 
by Benton proclaimed a day of 
mourning to be held there next 
Friday. Businesses will be closed 
from 1 to 8 p.m. and joint re- 
ligious services will be held for 
one hour at First Baptist Church, 
starting at 7 p.m. 

Funerals of some explosion vic- 
tims were held today, with the 


last of such services scheduled 
for Sunday. 

In the meantime, voluntary 
gifts continued to be made in 
substantial size and number to 
three funds set up for relief of 
widows and children of the dead 
miners. 

Falstaff Brewing Corp. of St. 
Louis sent a check for $1000 fo 
the fund being raised by Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson of Illinois. 

An additional $5000 in relief 
funds has been raised so far in 
voluntary contributions from resi- 
dents and business firms in Belle- 


ville and nearby communities. 
Mayor H. V. Calhoun and 
Chief of Police Reese Dobson are 
directing the drive to raise $15,- 
000 by next Wednesday. Special 
committees are being set up in 
the St. Clair county towns of 
Lebanon, New Baden, Caseyville, 
O’Fallon, Mascoutah, Marissa, 
Lenzburg, New Athens and Free- 
berg. Committees already are set 
up in Millstadt and Smithton. 
The committees are made up of 
the local Mayor, chief of police 
or marshal, business men and 
clergymen. 

AFL representatives in St. 
Lois announed a fund campaign 
for the miners’ families. Nicholas 
M. Blassie, president of Meat Cut- 
ters Local 88, who suggested the 
drive, said contributions would 
total “a minimum of $10,000, and 
we expect many times that 
amount.” 


James Vasil, a Hotel Sheraton 
waiter, was setting up a table for 
the meeting when he heard about 
the fund plans, Blassie said, and 
Vasil gave $5 to be the first con- 
tributor. 

The 20 coal miners employed 
at the Jeff Sheffield mine south 
of Beaver Dam, Ky., will donate 
all their earnings tomorrow to 
the stricken families here, it was 
announced. 


Ordinarily, the miners do not 
work on Saturday. At time-and- 
half rates, their pay, after tax 
deductions, will be about $450. 
Sheffield, the mine operator, has 
agreed to add $50 to make the 
contribution an even $500. 


Additional funds are being 
raised under direction of Mayor 
Harkins here and Mayor Hair of 
Benton. The West Frankfort fund 
now totals $19,350; the Benton 
fund, $6450. Mayor Harkins said 
distribution of the relief money 
probably would begin Jan. 17. 


United Mine Workers office 
employes in Washington, D.C., 
have sent $2500 to the West 
Frankfort fund, it was announced. 
Mayor Hair of Benton received 
a $500 relief contribution from 
Stix, Baer & Fuller department 
store in St. Louis. 

At a meeting held in Benton 
last night and attended by a rep- 
resentative of Gov. Stevenson, a 
decision was made to consolidate 
“functions” of the relief fund 
committees in the two mining 
communities. 

Fund solicitors in Benton were 
instructed to report their contri- 
butions from 2 to 5 p.m. during 
the town’s memorial observance 
next Friday. 

Relatives of mine victims here 
have begun to receive death- 
benefit payments from the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers Welfare and 
Retirement Fund. Widows get 
$1000 immediately and also re- 
ceive $30 a month for them- 
selves and $10 for each child. 


UMW payments are expected 
to go as high as $112,000. The 
first to get a $1000 check ‘was 
Mrs, Margaret Spencer, 17 years 
old, widow of Wayne Spencer, 25. 
She also received a $40 monthly 
allowance for herself and small 
child. 
cer’s father, who also lost a 
younger son, Burton, in the ex- 
plosion. The elder Spencer got 
$1000 since Burton was his sole 
support.

Mrs. Anna McCune, 74 years 
old, a widow, was burned to death 
yesterday in her home in Swan- 
sea, a suburb of Belleville, A 
neighbor woman was overcome 
by smoke in a futile attempt to 
rescue Mrs. McCune. 

Two -youths, Donald Grimmig, 
15, and. Sherman Self, 14, saw 
smoke coming from the front 
door of the two-room frame house 
and summoned Donald's mother, 
Mrs. Thelma Grimmig. While try- 
‘ing to pull Mrs. McCune from 
the house, Mrs. Grimmig col- 
lapsed, She was taken to St. Eliz- 
abeth’s Hospital in Belleville 
where physicians said her condi- 
tion was good. 

Sheriff's deputies said they 


| thought a dressing gown Mrs. 


McCune was wearing caught fire 
from a gas oven in the basement 
of the house, They said she must 
have become panicky and ran up- 
stairs where she collapsed near 
the front door. She lived alone. 
Volunteer firemen from Swansea 
put out the fire, which caused 
slight damage.

Mrs. Bertha Gunn, 78, who also 
was burned, remains in serious 
condition at the hospital. Gol- 
dammer, a laborer, boarded with 
Mrs. Gunn, his cousin. 

Two bystanders rushed into the 
building after the blast and beat 
out flames in clothing of the eld- 
erly man and woman. Damage

fiscal year from enactment of a 
city earnings tax, Mayor Joseph 
M. Darst stated yesterday. 


The fiscal year ends April 7. 
The State House of Representa- 
tives has passed a bill authorizing 
the city to levy a tax up to 1 per 
cent on earnings, but the Senate 
is not likely to take up the meas- 
ure before late February or early 
March, the mayor said. 


After it was passed, the bill 
would have to go to the Governor 
for his signature. The proposed 
legislation is permissive. The 
Board of Aldermen still would 
have to enact an ordinance after 
deciding the amount of the tax 
and whether there should be any 
exemptions. 


The city earnings tax in effect 
for two years prior to July 1950 
was a flat levy of 42 of 1 per cent 
with no exemptions. It brought 
in approximately $7,500,000 a 
year. The Mayor has expressed 
his preference for a tax of 1 per 
cent with certain exemptions, esti- 
mating this would bring in about 
as much as the old Icvy.

Thus the move should re- | 
strain Yugoslav imports and pre-| 
serve Yugoslavia’s dollar re-| 
serves. | 

2. A Yugoslav item worth 300.

gales abroad should, be boosted. 

In time, prices tend to change | 
so that thhe actual effects may 
not be so great as the flat fig- 
ures indicate. But the Yugoslav 
Government has undertaken a 
vigorous program to try to stabil- | 

prices. 

Authorities said the new rate 
should enable Yugoslavia to sell 
all its important exports abroad | 
and should be particularly helpful | 
in the sale of agricyltural ex- | 
ports. The change also should be 
a boon to United States tourists 
in Yugoslavia—their dollars will 
buy much more.

ERE are a few illustrations of how tax injustice operates under 


the present system whereby 
fraud cases without going to

ILLUSTRATION No. 1—Is that 
of Francis J. Massey, a warehouse 
worker for a Washington depart- 
ment store who was charged with 
having received $150 in dividends 
from stock in the ‘Washington 
Gas Light Co. 

Massey was able to show that 
he never owned the stock, that 
it was owned by his late father. 
However, the Internal Revenue 
office demanded that he pay just 
the same. Though his salary was 
only $28 a week and he had a 
wife and two small children to 
support, he proceeded to pay up 
at the rate of $2 a week to a total 
of $18.92. . 

This, however. was not fast 
enough for the Treasury, and a 
lien was slapped on his salary 
for the remaining $15.59. This 
got him into trouble with his 
employer who didn’t want to be 
harboring a tax dodger, and he 
was fired. 

He was unable to find full-time 
work, his youngest child became 
ill and died. She was buried in 
Potter’s field at Government ex-

Is a renewal of offensive ground action likely 
on either side? At the moment no strong con- 
siderations would seem to recommend it. 

The United Nations forces, having secured 
what is said to be one of the strongest military 
positions in Korea, have no strong motive for 
an offensive unless it be to liberate all of North 
Korea—an objective which the U.N. has not 
pursued since the Chinese entered the war. 

The Communists, having failed to throw the 

U.N. off the peninsula, could not now hope to 
do so unless immeasurably reinforced by Russia 
-—-and that is something which they must know 
would almost certainly enlarge the war and 
bring Manchuria under attack. 
So the chances seem to favor a continuation 
of the present “twilight war” on the ground, 
while the truce negotiators in effect seek terms 
for ending the air war and establishing a kind 
of armed truce. An anxious public can only 
wait; hoping that honorable terms can be worked 
out, but determined that dishonorable terms 
shall not be accepted. 
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Better but Not Good Enough 


There is a very great deal to commend the 
proposal of Senator O’Conor of Maryland that 
President Truman appoint Senator Kefauver 
of Tennessee to direct the clean-up of the Ad- 
ministration’s scandals. Senator Kefauver is 
young, Vigorous and courageous. The country 
got a good idea of what he can do when he, as 
chairman of the Senate Crime Committee, took 
out after faithless politicians and underworld 
characters alike. . 

It is a question, however, whether Senator 
Kefauver is not, for all of his independence, too 
deep, and properly so, in current politics. If 
President Truman does not run next year and 
does not insist on Chief Justice Vinson as his 
successor at the Democratic convention, Estes 
Kefauver could very well be the nominee. The 
clean-up job should not be to promote any one 
man, It should be to get the guilty, whoever 
they may be, and to restore the people’s confi- 
dence in their Government, 

Senator Kefauver would be a better selection 
than Federal Judge Murphy, who appears to 
have declined to serve. But the President can 
do better than to select either. Let him look 
outside his circle of friends, appointees and 
current Democratic political figures. He will 
not like the idea, but in the end he will have 
no other choice if his clean-up is to be. worth 
the breath it takes to tell of it.

There was a time when every visitor who 
went to Florida Resortia to be stung could rely 
upon being attended to by an alert and hospita- 
ble native or neo-native personally.

Ray Summers felt so strongly about the un- 
safe condition of the mine that he refused to 
take part in the company’s inspection just be- 
fore the final pre-Christmas shift which’ was 
caught below ‘by the blast. But he did go to 
work and he was one of four injured men who 
survived the explosion. In a semi-conscious 
state at the hospital, he said over and over: 

“Who made the inspection? Who made the 
inspection? Who made the inspection?” 

These prophetic statements should be leads 
enough for the investigating groups to press 
hard for the full facts. If the mine company’s 
own examiner did not want the lives of the men 
on his conscience. why was the mine willing to 
accept this responsibility? 

One man on whose conscience this mine 
should always have been is Walter Eadie, Gov. 
Stevenson's choice as Director of the Illinois De- 
partment of Mines and Minerals. Mr. Eadie is 
a former superintendent of Orient No. 2. Be- 
cause of his former place in the coal industry 
as well as his present official position he needs 
to explain much more fully than he has done as 
to the vigilance and firmness with which the 
state inspection service did its work at this mine. 

After all Herbert Summers decided to quit 
three years ago while he was “still alive’’!

Mr. Kennan Is Going to Moscow 

To the accompaniment of typically Russian 
discords, President Truman has officially an- 
nounced the appointment of George F. Kennan 
as our next ambassador to the Kremlin. 


Since the State Department has an oral prom- 
ise that Mr. Kennan will be accepted in Moscow, 
it may be assumed—with fingers slightly crossed 
~—-that he actually will go there in the spring. 
This despite Russian newspaper and radio 
denunciations of him as a “shady person” and a 
“spy of long standing.” 

Though the Kremlin may feel compelled to 
dish out such nonsense. for home consumption, 
it is almost impossible that Stalin and his asso- 
ciates should themselves believe this drivel. As 
we have said before, Mr. Kennan knows Russia, ° 
its Janguage, history and culture. And if the 
Kremlin really wants to better its relations with 
other nations, notably the United States, it 
should be glad to have such an intermediary. 

Mr. Kennan can hardly be called a friend and 
defender of the present Russian regime, but he 
does have genuine sympathy for the Russian 
people and is optimistic about their future. So 
far as the current international situation is con- 
cerned, he is convinced that nothing would be 
accomplished by war, that true progress is to be 
made only by negotiating limited settlements, 
and that diplomacy must strive to temper 
asperities and to isolate and moderate conflicts. 

Such an intelligent outlook makes Mr. Ken- 
nan an extraordinary ambassador. Given a 
reasonable opportunity, he should be able to 
provide the State Department with the facts 
essential to sound judgment. He should be able 
to inform the Russians as to the true objectives 
of American. policy. And one may hope that he 
will be able to make a genuine contribution to 
the peace of the world. 
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Red Laws for Reds? 


The four American airmen captured by the 
Hungarians are not the only citizens of Western 
nations who fell into Red hands. Edgar Sanders, 
British colleague of Robert Voegeler, was sen- 
tenced to 17 months in a Hungarian jail. William 
Oatis,: Associated Press correspondent, is still 
being held by the Czechs. Claude Turner, British 
air attache, is in a. Polish prison. Nineteen 
Frenchmen are “being held in Czechoslovakia, 
Poland, Romania and Albania, and so on. 

What to do about these cases—and others 
which may yet, arise—has brought diplomatic 
heads together in: Paris. Apd it has brought 
forth an unofficial solution—which we hope will 
not be‘adopted. This procedure has been given 
the rather fancy name of “counter capitulations.” 

In diplomatic language, “capitulations” were 
the arrangements under which persons charged 
with a crime abroad were tried under the laws 
of their own nations. 
sively employed by the Western powers in China 
and in pre-World War I Turkey. 


Since it is obvious that the Communist nations’ 


have no taste for such an abridgement of their 


| sovereignty, it is suggested that pressure be put 


on them by trying any of their citizens arrested, 
say in the United States, under Red laws. Had 
such a rule governed the American and Cana- 
dian espionage cases, immediate death sentences 
would have been meted out,- Under the rule, 
Russian and satellite citizens in the Western 
countries also might be arrested for deeds re- 
garded as crimes beyond the Iron Curtain but 
not so regarded in the West. 

Such an arrangement might or might not 
insure more consideration- for Westerners with 
business in the Communist Bloc. But it would 
be a grievous violation of the Western spirit 
which holds all men equal before the law and 


which affords to all the equal protection of the 


law. “Counter capitulations” probably would be

Between Book Ends 


Unromantic Early Virginia 
BEHOLD VIRGINIA, by George F. Willison, ({Har- 
court, Brace & Co., 422 pas.., in.) 

Whosoever beholds the Virginia that 
George F. Willison holds up to view will 
not be edified, for it is factuality at its 
worst (or best) contrasted with the roman- 
ticism by which Virginia has benefited at 
the hands of starry-eyed historians. Willi- 
son's purpose, and he sticks to .it, is ta 
chronicle the trials, adventures and dis- 
asters of the First Families of Virginia, 
the rise of the grandees, and the eventual 
triumph of the common and uncommon 
sort in the Revolution. 

The Virginia that Willison bids his read- 
ers behold is not the realm of romance as 
it has been made to appear but “a miserie, 
a ruine, a death, a hell and a slaughter- 
house” in which four out of five colonists 

quickly died. 

No catastrophe in 
history, no war or 
plague, says Willi- 
son, took a higher 
rate of lives than the 
colony in its first 
decade. And these 
lives were not sacri- 
ficed in heroism and 
high dedication to

~— achieved, ignorance, 

George F. Willison inertia, want of judg- 

ment, egotism, broken promises, petty 

personal vanities and ambitions, greed, 

false hopes and conceptions, and the gen- 

eral character of the colonists, many of 

whom were indentured servants, practical- 

ly slaves, and criminals of high and low 

degree from London jails. That any sur- 

vived is called a monument to the dura- 

bility of the human frame. Only in such 

duragility does the. author discover any 
nobility of the human spirit. 

On the side of the religious motive usu- 
ally ascribed to the Virginia colonists, the 
author points out that, unlike the Pilgrims 
and Puritans, they were not a dedicated 
people. Rather they had come as soldiers 
of fortune or as miscreants and impressed 
and deluded people. The English pioneers 
along the James are described as probably 
the worst frontiersmen that the world has . 
ever known. The history of the American 
frontier, says Willison, has no chapter as 
tragic and gruesome as the first one writ- 
ten in Virginia: Were it not for the rec- 
ords, the story would be incredible. As 
written by the actors themsélves, it often 
passes belief, notably in Captain John 
Smith’s vainglorious account of his ex- 
ploits. The doughty captain is debunked 
with such thoroughness that the services 
of a Pocahontas are needed to throw her- 
self between him and the world’s scorn. 

Emergence of an aristocracy from such 
a Virginia is viewed by the author as 
nothing less than a miracle.

Monopoly of Publicity. 


That is why the arts of adver-

They would not work at home if 
the clients—as a matter of long 
habit and also on the ground of 
the highest principles—refused to 
observe the rules upon which the 
art depends. 


The first, and the most im- 
pertant rule of the art, is this: 
If the advertising expert decides 
to say that the product to be 
sold, the Panamatic Stratorocket, 
is the. perfect automobile, then 
the chief of the engineering de- 
partment must not have a press 
conference the next day in wuich 
he declares that the stuffy pro- 
duction manager told the stingy 
board of directors to igncre the 
engineers and to make a second- 
rate car. The advertising experts 
could not “sell” the Stratorocket 
unless they and they alone were 
to be the voice of the Strato- 
rocket. 


Art of the Blackout. 


That is why it is the first prin- 
ciple of all the arts of managing 
people’s minds that there must 
be a monopoly of the publicity, 
propaganda depends finally on 
censorship, and I believe it is 
fair and accurate to say that the 
very essence of propaganda—as 
distinguished from education and 
free public speech—is that the 
propagandist has the power to 
withhold and conceal that part 
of the story which does not sup- 
port his thesis. 

The indispensable piece of op- 
erating equipment in the kit of 
the propagandist is a curtain. 
Without a curtain, the beauty, the 
charm, the terror, the cleverness 
of what he says will be undone 
or neutralized by the knowledge 
of what he does not say. '

True to Ourselves. 


There are many voices in 
America and it is useless to sup- 
pose that we can “sell” the Voice 
of America as the exclusive “sell- 
ing” agency of American policy 
and purpose even to our loving 
friends, much less to our skepti- 
cal friends, not to speak of the 
very unfriendly people with 
whom we are just managing to 
co-exist. | 

Since we do not have a cénsor- 
ship, and not even at the mo- 
ment much discretion and self- 
discipline, one Air Force general 
holding a press conference as he 
lands at an airport, one Cabinet 
officer reading a ghosted speech 
at a public banquet, one Con- 
gressman talking throug! his hat, 
can destroy the credibility of the 
official case. Once the official 
case has been knocked down by 
some talking fool, it is never quite 
so credible again. 

What then ought we to do? We 
ought to be true to ourselves, 
which means in this field to rec- 
ognize that the Voice of America 
abroad is that of the President 
of the United States and, by 
deputy, of the Secretary of State, 
and that no one can be hired to 
be that voice. 

People can be hired to pass 
along what they say and to am- 
plify what they mean. But that 
is not a serious problem at all. 


Speaking With Authority. 


It is not at all difficult to get 
the voice of the President when 
he speaks on world affairs heard 
in the quarters where it is im- 
portant that it should be heard. 
The United States is a very pow- 
erful country. The President can 
whisper, he can speak accidental- 
ly out of turn, and he will be 
listened to wherever there are 
men making decisions which mat- 
ter. 

The speeches and the press 
conferences at the White House 
and the State Department are 
central and paramount in the for- 
mation of world opinion about 
this country. That is why it is 
of such great importance that 
when the President or the Sec- 
retary of State speak there should 
be no doubt that they speak with 
authority. 

They cannot lead a great coali- 
tion of free nations if there is any 
doubt that they are leading their 
own Administration, There is the 
greatest doubt today. They ac- 
cept so meekly, so abjectly in 
fact, the intolerable practice of 
being contradicted and overruled 
publicly by generals and others 
among their nominal subordi- 
nates.

Miss Margaret M. Cobb, an ex- 
pert on gcevernment finance who 
had served as assistant state 
budget director, died of cancer at 
City Hospital yesterday. She was 
63 years old, and before entering 
the hospital lived at the Mary 
Ryder Home, 4341 Westminster 
Place. 

An outspoken advocate of ef- 
ficiency and economy in govern- 
ment, she attacked political pa- 
tronage and fought for reforms 
beth in and out of office. Some 
of the reforms she proposed ul- 
timately were adopted. 


Miss Cobb was born in Nebras- 
ka, and came to Missouri when 
she was 12 years old. Her first 
accounting and business experi- 
ence was as secretary-treasurer of 


{a contracting firm in Springfield. 


In 1921 she went to work in the 
State Dreasurer’s department, 
where she had charge of the 
state deposits in banks and the 
collateral guaranteeing these de- 
posits. 

In 1925 she was made super- 
visor cf state income tax, but quit 
in 1928 rather than ask the Legis- 
lature for an appropriation to 
keep income tax supervision in 
the Auditor’s office. She was 
convinced that all state tax col- 
lections should be centralized in 
one department, separate from 
the Auditor’s department. This 
change was made under the state 
constitution adopted in 1945. 

She did research for Fcrrest C. 
Donnell when he campaigned for 
Governor in 1940, and after his 
inauguration served as his ad- 
viser on fiscal matters. In his 
first major appointment he made 
her executive officer of the State 
Budget Department. 

The first woman to hold the 
budget post, she soon became a 
storm center through her disre- 
gard for polities and blunt de- 
mands for reduction of expendi- 
tures. After a year in office, she 
submitted her resignation, but 
was induced to withdraw it. A 
year later she quit, stating as her 
‘reason that “firmly established 
political control” in the govern- 
ment had defeated her efforts to 
promote efficiency. 

In ~ private employment she 
made studies of taxation and gov- 
ernmental costs for such agen- 
cies as the Associated Industries 
of Missouri,’ the Missouri Farm- 
ers’ Association and the Govern- 
mental Research Institute. 

Miss Cobb is survived by a sis- 
ter, Miss Zada Cobb, and two 
brothers, Ed and Jesse Cobb, all 
of Springfield. Funeral arrange- 
ments have not been made.

Need for Action Clear. 


After the previous horrible 
mine explosion disaster, that at 
Centralia, Ill, March 25, 1947, 
which took 111 lives, Congress 
was moved to a compromise, half- 
way, temporary measure. It 
passed a law requiring quarterly 
reports to Congress by the Bu- 
reau of Mines Inspection Service 
on safety conditions in mines in- 
spected during each three-month 
period. But it limited that att to 
only one year. 

The United Mine workers was 
left with the understanding, if not 
promise, that, if proper precau- 
tions were not taken by states and 
mine operators to correct hazards 
revealed during the year, then 
Congress would enact additional 
legislation reposing necessary 
powers in the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

The need for that was clearly 
indicated on the basis of Bureau 
of Mines reports for the year, 
which showed 27,313 major mine 
hazards, of which 51 per cent 
were not corrected, and another 
15 per cent corrected only in 


part, 
Enforcement by States. 


But nothing has been done 
since, and Christmas brought an- 
other grim reminder. 

A remedy is waiting in Con- 
gress—as it has been waiting in 
committees there for some time. 
This is the Neely-Price bill, giv-

That situation has been recti- 
fied some since. But not enough 
to suit Mr. Lewis. He has charged 
repeatedly. too, that there has 
been “winking at” the federal 
mine safety code, which was pro- 
mulgated in 1946 as part of his 
agreement with then-Secretary of 
Interior Julius Krug under which 
the Federal Government took 
over the mines as the result of 
one of the successive mine strikes 
of that era. 


Failure of Management. 


While the big mine disasters, 
such as that at West Frankfort 
and Centralia, attract widespread 

ublic notice, the deaths from 

em are far less in any one year 
than the total from regularly re- 
Lcurring accidents involving one, 
two and three victims: The larg- 
est number of accidents, fatal and 
otherwise, are from roof falls. 

In its report of an investigation 
into this category of accidents 
during 1950, the Bureau of Mines 
attributed 49 per cent to “man- 
agement failure” and 29 per cent 
to employe failure, with 12 per 
cent “joint or undetermined fail- 
ures” and 11 per cent as “unt- 
foreseeable.” F 

It would seem that it is tim 
for Congress to stop quibbling 
about states’ rights, the cry al- 
ways raised, and look to the rights 
of the miners who are citizens of 
the United States, our common 
country, as well as citizens of 
states, and entitled to protection 
by the United States.

Red Correspondent

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28. 
FIND myself a touch haunted by a front-page picture of 
Wilfred Burchett, the Communist correspondent whose 
testimony in Korea has more or less guaranteed the exist- 
ence of Maj. Gen. William Dean, long-missing commander of 
the United States Twenty-fourth Division. 

The picture of Burchett looks the same—happy chip- 
munk grin, not too much chin, slight little fellow who was 
mostly more timid than not except when he had a load aboard. 
I used to know Burchett, back in the old war, That was when 
he was an ordinary correspondent covering the war for one 
of the British press combines. That was before he turned 
Communist—before he blossomed on the scene in a quilted 
Oriental jacket, writing the war in Korea for a French Com- 
munist paper, as a high shot with the Red forces. 

Burchett and I used to share a room, from time to time, 
in the Moana hotel in Honolulu, together with Lyle Shoe- 
maker of the United Press and Bud Foster of the radio. It 
was Bud’s room, I remember, and Burch usually slept on the 
floor. Even then he was sharing other people’s wealth, for a 
hotel room on Oahu, in 1944, represented plenty money.

IT SEEMED TO ME that Burchett did his job well, and 
as I recall the pieces I censored for him, they were not filled 
with doctrine of any sort, but were’ mostly straightaway stuff 
that incurred small wrath among the guardians of security. 
This was not true of some passionate American citizens who 
tried every dodge to sneak forbidden information past Adm. 
Nimitz’s harrassed watchdogs. 

I liked Burchett. Ran around with him a whole lot in his 
native Australia, when he switched tc coverage of the Aus- 
tralian-based British Pacific fleet. 

I was certainly not aware at the time that I was palling 
around with the embryo darling of the Communists—a man 
of such firm Communistic conviction that he since has com- 
pletely divorced himself from the Western world by appear- 
ing in semi-official position at top Red headquarters. Per- 
sonally there was no inkling that Burchett was dissatisfied 
with the world as he saw it from the other side. 


* * * 

IT INTRIGUES ME, at least, to reflect on what might 
have happened to a man of seemingly eminent normality, 
with a background of freedom and a wide view of the world— 
a man of above-average intelligence and social adjustment— 
to drive him into bondage as a spokesman for mass slavery, 
for complete denial of individual rights. 

Burchett is much too sophisticated a fellow, much too 
amart a man, to go for the thinly masked ideologies that the 
Communists peddle today as an excuse for totalitarian con- 
quest. He has seen the other side, and has enjoyed the fruits 
of freedom, 

But there he is, self-sold into slavery as a journalist, and 
condemned forever to espousal of a world-dominating scheme 
that makes Hitler’s look meek and mild. You merely wonder.

‘To Make Money Like Hay.’ 


AXIMS about money as the

WEST FRANKFORT, IIl., Dec. 28. 
T was. Christmas Eve, but in 
Benton and West Frankfort it 
was a day of grief. You could 

feel it in the air. You could feel 

it in the gray sky and the cold, 
icy streets, which were almost 
bare of traffic. 


One didn’t need a guide to lo- 
cate the homes of the victims of 
the disaster at Orient Mine No. 2. 
You only had to drive around 
town, and pretty soon you would 
see a knot of cars around a cot- 
tage. They would be at the curb, 
in the drive and sometimes 
parked on the lawn. 

Now and then you would pass 
a church, and there would be a 
bigger group of cars and they 
would include a hearse and a 
black limousine for the family. 

Inside the homes, the scene 
would be the same, except for 
different faces and_ different 
furniture. There.would be a wife, 
with head bowed, perhaps star- 
ing blankly at the carpet at her 
feet. There would be neighbors 
and friends—the owners of the 
cars parked in front. 

The menfolk would be sitting 
in the living room, talking in 
hushed tones. The women would 
be busy. They would be washing 
dishes, making beds, tidying the 
house, and cooking up food for 
a family which probably would 
have no appetite for it. 

In many of the homes there 
was a Christmas tree sitting in 
the corner of the living room, 
looking a little frivolous and out 
of place. But the lights would be 
off and there would be no pres- 
ents on the cotton snow around it. 

* * * 


T the small cottage of Shelby 
A Pasley, the tree was gone. The 

two little girls, Laura Lee, 
who is nine, and Gloria Jean, who 
is eight, clutched their new dolls 
but they seemed to get little 
pleasure and satisfaction from 
them. They were told enough to 
sense, to some extent, the tragedy 
which had befallen them. 

But death leaves no shadow on 
the hearts of vefy small children, 
and five-year-old Shelby Jr. was 
playing happily on the linoleum 
rug with a red racing car and a 
toy truck. 

“We had the tree up,” said Mrs. 
Pasley in a flat voice, “but I came 
home and took it down. And I 
just went ahead and gave the kids 
their toys. The little boy doesn’t 
realize—” The tone of her voice 
and the expression on her face 
seemed to say, “What’s the use— 
what’s the use?” 

The small house, heated by a 
coal stove, was filled with neigh- 
bors and friends. The shades were 
drawn and it was close and dark 
in the place. Mrs. Pasley sat at 
the: kitchen table, 
clasped, and talked. 

Her husband, one of the 119 
men killed in the mine explosion, 
was 40 years old. He had been in 
the mines since 1942, and although 
he was afraid of the pit, he made 
his living there and he kept on. 

“Just the day before the explo- 
sion, he had an awful dream,” Mrs. 
Pasley récalledg “He dreamed a 
motor blew up,’and that he and 
his buddy were trapped, and they 
were waiting for someone to come 
for them. I told him he had those 


her hands. 


dreams because deep down inside 
he was scared. 

“Last summer he said some- 
thing aboyt being scared. I said, 
‘Shelby, if you’re afraid, why 
don’t you quit the mines and do 
something else?’ But he wouldn’t 
do it. We made a living there, 
and we were in debt. We've al- 
ways been in debt. I think if we 
could have ever got out of debt, 
he would have quit. He had been 
working overtime to make Christ- 
mas money.” 

Mrs. Pasley was afraid of the 
mines. Like all miners’. wives, she 
was afraid of them. But like their 
husbands, they live so long with 
the danger that they come to take 
it for granted. And in time it al- 
most ceases to exist. 

“You’re scared — when you 
think about it)” said Mrs. Pasley. 

The Pasley’s rented their cot- 
tage. Mrs. Pasley hadn’t been 
able to think about the future. 

“All I know now is, I'm going to 
take what insurance money I get 
and put a roof over the children’s 
heads. I know I’ll be able to get 
along somehow—lI'll be able to 
see that they get something to 
eat.” 

* * * 

NE of the men whosé Joss 
0 was most universally felt 

around the mining community 
was Charles T. Southern. Every- 
one knew him, everyone liked 
him. “And people felt,” several 
people told’ me, “that if anyone 
could lead those boys out of that 
mine, it would be Charley South- 
ern. He was just that kind of a 
man.” 

But Charley Southern died, too. 
He was 43 years old, and he had 
been in the mine since he was 16, 
his wife told me. 

The Southern home, a white 
frame house, was attractively fur- 
nished, and it reflected the good 
taste and the housekeeping ability 
of Mrs. Southern. Sitting with 
the widow were her two boys, 
Charlies, who is 17, and Philip, 
who is 13. 

In a front corner of the room, 
by a window, was the Christmas 
tree. Beneath it were four or 
five packages, gaily wrapped, but 
looking as though no one had 
bothered to remove them. “We 
left the tree up,” said Mrs. South- 
ern. “My husband, like me and 
the boys, was very sentimental 
about Christmas, and the boys felt 
like in leaving the tree up we 
were sort of keeping faith.” 

She looked down at the floor 
to hide the emotion in her face, 
and 13-year-old Philip wiped 
tears from his eyes. 

“My husband had left the mines 
several times, but he always went 
back. Why? Mostly because .he- 
liked mining and he likéd the 
fellows he worked with. He grew 
up with nearly all of them, and 
mining was what-he knew most 
about. 

“He liked mining, and _ he 
wanted to get ahead in the busi- 
ness. He studied and went to 
night school. He had taken his 
examinations and had his papers 
in first aid, mine examination 
and mine management. He was 
qualified for any of those jobs. 
In fact, he was qualified to hold 
any position, in either the execu- 
tive or the mining end. He wa: 
a foreman.” 

A man sitting on the sofa, a 
friend of the family, spoke up. 
“Charley,” he said, “knew what to 
do in any emergency. And if he 
had been able to do anything, he 
would have done it. If anyone 
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could have led those men out of 
there, it would have been Charley 
Southern.” 

“Yes,” said Mrs. Southern, 
“when I was waiting at the mine, 
I had to be proud. Everyone was 
asking about Charley. Everyone 
knew and liked him and they 
thought he’d be’ the one to get the 
boys out, if it could be done. Be- 
cause he worked on things like 
that—he always had it figured out 
what to do in case anything 
happened.” 

“When they found him,” said 
Charles, the older boy, “it looked 
as though he has been running 
toward the fire station.” 


“He was never afraid,” said 
Mrs. Southern, “The day it hap- 
pened he left the house whistling. 
When he did talk about the pos- 
sibility of ‘anything happening, he 
was talking about what one 
should do. 

“‘Me? I’ve always been afraid. 
Even though we've always lived 
here, and all our men making a 
living at it. The. fear has lived 
with women of his’ family through 
four generations. My husband’s 
great-grandfather and his grand- 
father both were killed in mines. 
His father worked in the mines 
for 50 years, but he retired alive. 
And now Charley. I don’t know 
why we stay in it. 
a mystery to most of us wives 
what goes on down in those 
mines, or what it’s lize.” 

I asked Charles if he had 

planned to be the fifth generation 
in the mines. “I had thought of 
it,” he. said, “but this has 
ended it-’ 
. Mrs. Southern had stood up to 
see me to the door. Charles was 
standing behind her, and young 
Philip was at her side, holding 
her hand. Had she made plans 
for the future? 

“The future?” she said. “I've 
thought of if—only to dread it.” 
She put her hands to her eyes to 
hide the tears. Charles put his 
arms around her, Philip turned 
and burying his face in her skirt, 
threw his arms around her waist. 
They stood, sities silently, as the 
door closed.

been lying down trying to 

sleep, while neighbor women 
washed dishes, cooked Christmas 
Eve dinner, and straightened the 
house.
